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HOW TO OVERCOME OBSTACLES | 
Positive Thoughts Clear j 
Ways for Success

Have you ever heard of an “obstacle man”? That is the 
phrase a friend of mine uses to describe some of the people 
with whom he has to deal in business. Even if the phrase 
is a new one to you, I am sure you may meet obstacle men 
in the course of your daily work. 
A story about such an obstacle 
man and the lesson he learned will 
give you an opportunity to recog- 

nize his type. 
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The board of directors of a large 
company had a very important, but 
risky, project under consideration. 
In the discussion of this project, 
whenever anything of a positive 
nature was suggested, one man, an 
obstacle man, would invariably sav, 
“Now, just a minute. Let’s consider 
the obstacle involved.” 

Another director finally turned 
to him and asked, “Why are you 
constantly emphasizing the ob- 
stacles in this proposition instead 
of its immense possibilities?” 

“Because,” the obstacle 
man replied, “to judge intel- 
ligently, one must always be realistic. And the facts 
are that there are great obstacles in the way of this 
project. What would you recommend?” 


The other man didn’t hesitate a moment. “What would 
I do about these obstacles? Why, I would just remove them 
and then forget them.” 


“But,” objected the pessimist, “that’s easier said than 
done. Have you any technique for removing obstacles and 
for forgetting them that the rest of us don’t know?” 


A slow smile came over the face of the other director 
as he said, “I’ve spent my whole life removing obstacles. 
If you want to know how to do it, I’ll show you.” He took 
out his wallet, pulled from it a card, passed the card across 
the board table, and said, “Read that out loud.” 


The other man read the words printed on the card 
so that all could hear. They were, “I CAN DO ALL 
THINGS THROUGH GOD’S HELP.” The owner of 
the card then said, “I’ve lived a long while and faced 
many difficulties, but in those few words I have found 
power enough to remove any obstacle.” 


His confidence impressed his fellow directors. They 
went ahead with the project and, today, despite the risks 
and obstacles, it is a great success. 


The primary thing about an obstacle is not to be afraid 
of it. Believe that God is with you and you will have the 
power to handle it. The first thing to do about an obstacle 
is to stand up to it uncomplainingly and deal with it forth- 
rightly. Don’t go crawling through life on your hands and 
knees, half defeated. Face your obstacles and you will find 
them not s big as you think they are.

The general knew how to stand up to an obstacle. 
Stand up to your obstacles like “an iron peg,” don’t 
give way, and you, too, can break them. Use the 
formula the director kept in his wallet, “I can do all 
things through God’s help.” and you will develop a 
powerful faith in God which will become a tremen- 
dous source of reserve strength. 

As a result, you will acquire great faith in yourself, 
in your own ability, and in your power to do things. Your 
attitude will become positive, not negative, and you will 
know how to deal with difficulties. 

Don't be an “obstacle man.” Learn how to remove the 
obstacles and then vou can forget them. Positive thinking 
is the first step on the path to success.

FBI Arrests 
Two Bankers 
In Case Here

Charles D. Clarke, Presi- 
dent of the American Savings 
Bank at 140 Peachtree St., 
and Eugene Webb, Vice Presi- 


‘dent and Cashier, yesterday 


were arrested by FBI agents 
on charges of violating the 
Federal Reserve Act, after 
FBI investigators reported 
$75,000 “missing or not ac- 
counted for” in bank records. 


The two officers, both associated 
with the bank for about 20 years, 
are charged with making false en- 
tries in the bank’s books and “em- 
bezzling moneys, funds, and cred- 
its to their own use.” 

John C. Bills, Special Agent in 
charge of the Atlanta FBI office, 
said approximately $75,000 was 
determined missing or not ac 
counted for through examination 
of bank records covering a period 
of about 20 years. 


Bills said Clarke and Webb al- 
legediy obtained approximately 
$75,000 through the collection of 
fees in real estate loan transac- 
tions. 

The two men were arraigned 
before U. 8S.

Babies weighing less than 31, | 
pounds are automatically put into, 
an incubator with careful control | 
over temperature, humidity, and) 
oxygen supply. Babies weighing 
more than that go into an air-con- 
ditioned nursery, unless they need | 
an incubator. Their cribs can be 
heated, or oxygen can be supplied 
as needed. 

The infants are given injections, 
of Vitamin K to prevent hemor-' 
rhage.

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French Show 
Dislike of 
Marshall Aid 


PARIS—(#)—Reports that the 
average Frenchman knows little 
about the Marshall Plan and dis 
likes what he knows were con- 
firmed yesterday in a poll or- 
ganized by the Marshall Plan it- 
self. 

The Dutch and Norwegians 
know and like the plan better, the 
survey showed. Danes and Aus- 
trians also were checked, but the 
results of those samplings are 
not yet available. 

‘This mirror of public opinion 
indicated that only four French- 
men in every 100 credited the 
Marshall Plan as a factor in 
French recovery from the war and 
the German Occupation, though 
the United States has given France 
about $1,700,000,000 in aid. 

“What are the strings attached 
to it?” A full 37 percent of the 
Frenchmen wanted to know. 

Only 38 percent of those who 
had heard about the plan believed 
it was good for France. 

Thomas K. Hodges, Chief of the 
Plan’s information research and 
analysis section here, said in an 
interview: 

“The low percentage favoring 
the plan is all the more striking 
because, in a survey conducted ap- 
proximately one year ago, the 
number of respondents favoring: 
the Marshall Plan in France was 
52 percent.” 

Hodges explained the apparent 
drop by these factors, among 
others: 

1. The Communist coup in 
Czechoslovakia, fresh in French 
minds a year ago, has been partly 
forgotten. 

2. The Communists’ anti-Mar- 
shall Plan campaign, on which 
one American official estimated 
they are spending at least $30,000.- 
000 was not well under way a'! 
year ago.

The coffee situation, a paramount topic of discussion when 
groups gather for “enathar cup of coffee,” showed signs of 
leveling off with prices stabilized at their current peak, whole 
salers and restaurateurs said here yesterday. But restaura- 
teurs continued to complain that they were not showing a profit 
at five cents a cup. 


David Rice, President of the Atlanta Restaurant Associa- 
tion, said it “was impossible for a restaurant to make a profit 
off a cup of coffee selling it for five cents” when he pointed 
out that costs of labor, sugar, cups, saucers, spoons, cream and 
coffee had doubled and in some instances trebled. 


W. C. Palmour, Atlanta coffee wholesaler, said green cof- 
fees were now being imported at a cost in excess of 50 cents 
a pound. He said wholesalers lose 16 percent of the bulk from 
shrinkage when the coffeé is ground and roasted. ur 
added that the South American coffee crop next year would 
be a very “short one.”

These antihistamines have passed 
all routine common cold tests. 
Those include trials on hundreds 
of human beings. 


The results have not differed 
greatly from numerous, previous- 
ly discovered common cold reme- 
dies. Those others in small groups 
also gave high cure percentages, 
although none to reach antihista- 
mine’s highest present claim—90 
percent for one-hour-old colds. 


The final test for antihistamines 
is its use by millions. That is| 
the same test that all others have 
taken. | 

An antihistamine is something! 
that counteracts the effects of his- 
tamine, one of nature’s more pow- 
erful chemical compounds. Hista- 
mine, in minute amounts, is a nat- 
ural product of your tissues, and | 
it comes from the proteins you! 
eat. Histamine stimulates visceral | 
muscles, dilates small blood ves-' 
sels, stimulates stomach juices and 
is a good medicine in its own right 
for some diseases. 

Histamine is also blamed for! 
the entire host of human allergies. | 
Too much histamine' Many com-| 
mon colds were known to be. 
either allergies, or to start with| 
allergic attacks in the nose. 


So doctors have been using an-| 
tihistamines on colds for several 
years.

Austin Smith, M.D., new Editor 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, says there are 
two possible dangers, which can- 
not be ruled out until more cases 
are watched. One is effects of 
long-continued use, the other 
drowsiness, or the out-like-a-light 
condition. 

Cold vaccines, when they first 
came in, were reported to benefit 
80 percent of cases. Many studies 
since have ruled them about use- 
less. Yet thousands of people 
reduced their colds by using vac-| 
cines, and still do. | 

One of the sulfas (sodium sul-,

heed Aircraft plant in California, 
before the war. But it didn't 
do so well when opened to the 
ublic.

The 
same rays failed at Johns Hop- 
kins University. Why, nobody 
knows. But there are still plenty 
of people who buy sun-lamps and 
sav they reduce colds that way. 


The opiates, codeine and papa- 
verine, once looked promising. The 
doctor still may give vou one or 
the other. Also aspirin has been 
a big help. 

There are all the _ inhalants. 
They have done very well at re- 
Heving misery. Penicillin dust is 
the latest, and one of the best 
cold remedies, but it can’t be had 
over-the-counter. 

There are more than 200 kinds 
ef nose drops. Many of them by 
good medical opinion are sooth- 
ing and useful. 

There are vitamin: and fluids, 
drinking lots of this or that— 
all said at first to be real cures. 

There's also the qldest one of 
all—“Hang your hat on the bed- 
post, drink from a bottle of good 
whisky until two hats appear, and 
then go to bed and stay there.” 

The whisky’s only role is to 
evercome opposition to giving up 
and going to bed. Rest is still 
the best cure. unless antihistamine 
proves better. 

There's some new science to ex- 
plain what rest does for a snif- 
fling nose.. This is told by Dr. 
Noah D. Fabricant, University of 
Tilinois College of Medicine. In a 
nose free of colds the liquids are 
slightly acid. When they become 
alkaline, you catch cold. Rest in- 
creases nose acidity. 

You are now approaching one 
ef the year’s three main common 
eold seasons—January—and ac- 


to be your own fault if you catch 


one. He says January’s extra 
colds come from loss of sleep and 
from too much eating and drink- 


The accepted causes of colds 
are: Chilling, exposure to changes 
in weather, lack of sleep, physical 
fatigue, worry, overindulgence in 
food or drink, and two very vague 
ones—dietary indiscretions and 
physical excesses. The two latter 
merely mean that medical science 
still doesn’t know all the reasons 


for catching cold.

Actress Miriam Hopkins 
Is Charming and Neutral

A reporter in Rome, Italy, wrote recently that he would 


never interview another actress. 

They are charming, he stormed, but they have nothing to add 
to any subject. One obligates himself to write the interview, then 
comes away with an empty notebook. 

But actresses have to be neutral. With a 
large, varied audience they’re bound to step 
on a few toes if they take a stand on anything. 
They have to sign a nonaggression pact with the 
world. Then, too, how does an actress know 
what part is hers. She is a siren, a soft house- 
wife, a tough cowgirl and a degenerate night 
clubber, but she is never herself. It’s hard to 
be all things to all people without being neutral 
yourself. 

Miriam Hopkins, who opens this week in 
“The Heiress” at Penthouse Theater, 1s no excep- 
tion to the cinema rule. 

She is charming. Her eyes are the color 
of cinnamon, and they are crinkly and spicy. 
Her mouth isn’t straight or curved. It’s pli- 
able and sort of curly, and her hair looks like 
it can’t dectde to be yellow or brown. The light twists it one way 
and then the other. 

When we interviewed her she was wearing a black lampshade 
skirt attached to a plunging neckline which was just as disarming 
to her as to the gentlemen gaping on. She kept looking down 
apprehensively, jerking the collar and throwing her hands around 
her throat with girlish embarrassment. 

There is something very childlike about her. When § she talks 
her eyes grow wide. Her face lights up and her stories become 
very special, like they were the only ones ever told. 

But the interview was a flop. We came away with no quotable 
quotes, no pithy platitudes, no nostalgic reminiscences and no sage 
advice. Miss Hopkins had said absolutely nothing. 

It didn’t matter. The remarkable thing was that the actress 
could disguise trivialities with such sparkle and excitement that 
we forgot they were trivial. That is perhaps the secret of an at- 
tractive woman.

But what can be done to cor- 
rect or normalize this measure- 
ment? First of all, it is impor-

contrary, there can be no arbi- 
trary standard for this part of 
the figure, for feminine curves 
vary. Normally the breasts may 
be small and pointed, or broad 
and flat, or well-developed and 
large. 

Secondly, stop considering the 
bust as an isolated problem, and 
view it in relation to your gen- 
eral health and weight. With 
normal weight, correct posture, 
firm muscle tissue and good 
health generally you have no 
bosom problem. 

Now to answer the question 
. . . will diet help to reduce the 
overly large bust? Yes. While 
normal size depends primarily 
on glands and is influenced by 
structure, nevertheless the over- 
ly large bust is almost always 
caused by an excess of fatty 
tissue and responds quickly to 
a loss in weight. But the diet 
must be adequate to protect vi- 
tality. 

Adequate nutrition is also es- 
sential for you girls who are 
underdeveloped. Build up your 
vitality with more milk and 
eggs, vegetables, lean meats and 
whole grains. It’s not just fat 
you want, but higher vitality 
and a better functioning system. 
That calls for improved nutri- 
tion and posture, and better 
health habits generally. 
Sagging of the bust contour 
may be caused by excess weight, 
or it may be due to lack of 
tone in the skin and supporting 
muscles. Exercise is the an- 
swer. The role of exercise is 
better understood if you think 
of the breasts as being attached 
to and supported by powerful 
muscles which spread _ fan- 
shaped across each side of the 
chest. Since these muscles are 


attached to the upper arm, arm | 
exercise which bring the chest | 


muscles into action are all to 
the good. Exercise helps the 
underdeveloped girl to a better 
figure by expanding the chest 
and straightening the sKoulders. 
But exercise cannot grow fat, so 
overweights need not hesitate to 
take toning calisthenics. 

If the bust is large and heavy, 
wear a bra for all active exer- 
cise and sports. Be sure to 
have the bra fitted properly. Do 


not buy according to chest meas- | 


urement, but according to cup 
size, and always have the sup- 
ort come from under the bust. 

EVER wear a binding bra, for 
this breaks down the supporting 
tissues.

Madrid is the only city in Eu- 
rope where glittering shops in 
the most fashionable quarters 
are entirely devoted to articles 
of national dress — mantillas, 
combs and fans, al] of which are 
worn regularly and as a matter | 
of course. 

The gentlemen of Madrid pass | 
up topcoats for dramatic black 
caballero capes—and very hand- | 
some they look in them, too. 

The gap between the vast 
wealth of the Spanish grandee 
families and the very smal! in- 
come of the middle class house- 
hold in a time of jet-propelled 
living costs and government- 
controlled wages ought to bring 
great contrasts between the way 
rich women and the others 
dress. 

But literally every woman I 
saw in the business districts of 
Madrid looked smart, neat and 
correct, I took my how-do-they- 
do-it question to Signora Mar- 
cella de Juan, beautiful half- 
Chinese representative of the De- 
partment of Information and 
Cultural Relations of the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs. 

The average Spanish woman 
does not have many clothes, she | 
explained, but she is keenly in- | 
terested in fashion and takes | 
immense trouble to have her | 
wardrobe exactly right. She is | 
a great follower of the fashion | 
magazines. There are six or | 
eight elaborate style publications 
like our Vogue and Harper’s Ba- | 
vaar, which have huge news- 
stand circulations. | 

But ninety-nine percent of the 
women still go to “modistas,” 
dressmakers who make a dress | 
for anything from 350 pesetas 
($14) for the clerk’s wife, the 
telephonist or the typist, to 1,000 
($40) for the career girl and 
shopkeeper’s wife to 6,000 pe- | 
setas ($250) at Belanciaga or | 
Pedro Rodriguez. | 

There is, officially, no pure | 
silk to be had in Spain. (Some- 
times a little bit is passed under 
the counter to favorite custo- 
mers.) 

Spanish wool, however, is ex- | 
eellent, plentiful and beautifully 
patterned. Part of Spain's export | 
income lies in its woolen cloth | 
which is sent to England and | 
resold to the world as British. | 
Wool is high, though, averaging | 
about $5 per yard in our money. 

Practically no woman in Ma- | 
drid wears a hat in the daytime, | 
but you see women everywhere | 
with lovely small black lace | 
mantillas,. worn to and from | 
ehurch.

Dixie Wants To Give Boys Three Meals;

The Southeastern, at its meeting 
in Biloxi, Miss., said that by giv- 
ing an athlete three meals a day 
he can support himself on $35 per 
month but on the one-meal-per-day 
schedule as set down by the NCAA 
“Sanity Code,” it requires $75 
per month for an athlete to live. 

SEC members also said that the 
three-meal proposition would do 
away with many fake jobs. 

Meanwhile, the Big Ten reported 
in Chicago “that an investigation 
by two ex-Gmen out of the Com- 
missioner’s office had revealed 
that all athletes with jobs were

The full Tax Revision Committee has 
been called into special session Dec. 16 
to study and presumably adopt the rec- 
ommendations of the subcommittee which 
has been drafting a majority report. 

The subcommittee has been working 
hard. Its work is not yet completed, but 
the group, working in an Atlanta hotel 
room under the leadership of House 
Speaker Fred Hand, has been doing a 
conscientious job. In fact, members did 
not leave the room, day or night, during 
last week until adjournment Thursday 
night. 

From preliminary reports, the recom- 
mendations are expected to be lengthy. 
Strength is given to this assumption on 
the basis of the Governor’s call for a 
two-day session of the full Committee. 
That implies a broad tax revision program 
will be proposed. 

Let us hope the Committee will be 
specific in its recommendations for tax 
changes. Whether the Legislature can 
pass tax revision in the brief January ses- 


sion, or even in a special session follow- 
ing, depends upon the Committee hav- 
ing definite recommendations. Legisla- 
tors necessarily depend upon the judg- 
ment of these who now are experts by 
virtue of having spent the past several 
months studying the tax structures of 
Georgia and other States. Most members 
of the General Assembly have neither the 
time, inclination nor opportunity to make 
a detailed study. That was the purpose 
of creating the Committee. 

Resolutions passed by civic groups over 
the State, the sentiment of the State press, 
interviews with legislators in various 
counties and districts point to the fact 
that the people now are ready for total 
tax revision and will not tolerate any de- 
lay or compromise in the interest of po- 
litical expedience. 

We have praised the membership of 
the Committee in the past and we com- 
mend the hard work that has gone on to 
date. We trust the product of their labors 
will be equally worthy of commendation.

A New Trend to the Right? 


Leaders of the Conservative Party in 
Britain and, no doubt, heads of the Re- 
publican Party in this country, will take 
heart from the defeat of the Labor Party 
in Australia. British Conservatives see it 
as an omen of victory for them at the 
polls next Spring. Republicans hope it 
means a world-wide trend toward con- 
servatism that will pay off in the 1950 
congressional elections and the 1952 presi- 
dential race. 


Australia’s vote against Labor followed 
closely on the heels of a similar defeat for 


the Labor Party in New Zealand. The 
issues in both cases were pretty much 
the same—free enterprise vs. more So- 
cialism. 

But the picture—as is often the case 
in human affairs—is not all of a piece. 
The British Laborites won a by-election a 
few days ago in spite of the biggest guns 
the Conservatives could bring into play.

Now it seems that the defeat of Presidential Candidate Dewey last year means Georgia Repub- 
licans will delay again their attempts to run candidates for Governor and (Congress in Georgia. 
When the Republicans here were very active in the presidential campaign, leaders announced they 
wanted to have a second party in good operation in this State in 1950, with a slate of State candi- 
dates. Now comes recommendations from Georgia’s Republican National Committeeman Harry Som- 
mers that Georgia Republicans spend their money and efforts to rebuilding the Party nationally 


before building it locally. 

Writing in the new publication, the Georgia 
Republican, Sorfimers said: “When we were con- 
fident of success in the presidential campaign 
last Fall, we felt 1950 was the year we could 
make the start with a slate of candidates, be- 
cause we would have the influence, weight and 
support of a Republican administration in Wash- 
ington, and thus have a reasonable chance for at 
least a creditable, if not a successful, start. While 
I speak only for If and not for the Chair- 
man of the State Central Committee, I feel our 
first obligation is to help.the National Commit- 
tee raise the money to make victory in 1950 
certain.

NAM Chiefs Want 
Welfare To Be Earned 


NEW YORK—tThe big curtain went up and 
there we were. There were 10 newspapermen 
from various regions in the United States. There 

were the four past presidents of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and the present top official. The tables were arranged 
in the form of a “V.” At the apex of the V sat Lyman Bryson, 
Counsellor on Public Affairs for the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, — professor of philosophy and education at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

We had a lot of fun saying that the five NAM presidents were 
on the left. They were: Wallace F. Bennett, President; Morris 
Sayre. Chairman of the Board: Robert R. Watson, Ira Mosher and 

arl Bunting, all past presidents and each head of one of the im- 
portant industrial companies of America. At the newspaper table 
were Carroll Binder, Editor the Minneapolis Tribune; A. T. Burch, 
Associate Editor the Chicago Daily News: Erwin D. Canham, 
Editor the Christian Science Monitor; C. P. Reeves, Associate 
Editor the Baltimore Sun: Lawrence C. Martin, Associate Editor 
the Denver Post: Philip Parrish, Editor the Portland Oregonian; 
Geoffrey Parsons, Editor the New York Herald Tribune; Forrest 
W. Seymour, Editor of the Des Moines Register and Tribune; Orrin 
R. Taylor, a weekly newspaper Editor from Archbold, Ohio, and 
your correspondent from The Atlanta Constitution. 

I go into this with some detail because we were supposed to 
be doing a press conference with industry except that here we 
had an audience of almost 4,000 persons. There were amplifiers 
before each of us. I will not go into the questions. They were 
international and domestic. The TVA was one of them. I will 
touch on that. But, first I would like to philosophise a bit. 
America Here was America. That in itself is a trite phrase. 

But it is a true one. At noon that day we had heard 
a luncheon speaker say that 100 years ago the leaders of America 
were worried about natural resources, the increase in population, 
and so on. And here we are again, worried over the same 
questions. 

I liked the NAM presidents enormously. They are all smart 
men with steel trap minds and each is enormously patriotic and 
basically American. And this will shock them. There is a great 
gulf between them and the Truman Administration and yet in a 
very real sense they could get together. They never will really 
get together, But the hope is that their philosophy and that of 
the Truman Administration will be able to compromise. 

What I am trying to say is that each of these NAM presidents 
wants the American citizen to have the protection of welfare 
measures. In other words, they do not want any American to 
go hungry or to be without the advantages of the civilization we 
have. But, they want it to be earned. They feel it is not being 
earned. They feel, with some justification, although by no means 
entirely so, that much of the Social Security System is political 
and is used to build political machines. They heard a lot of 


speeches along that line. 

Typical So, here we have a thing typically American. We 
have two groups, each willing to grant much of the 

opposing objectives, but separated by so wide a gulf there seems 

to be no mechanism for bringing. .about a compromise. And a 

compromise is what is desperately needed, rather than a victory 

by either side. 

I can give you another example. The Negroes in the South, 
and the nation, are almost fanatically for the Truman Civil 
Rights program. They are for it because it gives them hope and 
promises. No thoughtful person would fail to see why they are 
fanatically for it. Yet, the majority of Southern people are fanati- 
cally against it. Most of these will admit the Negro has been ex- 
ploited, unjustly treated, and deprived of rights which ought prop- 
erly to be his in such a country as ours. So, here we have a great 
gulf between two peoples, when in fact, there is not too wide a 
difference after all. 

There is, among idealists, an unwillingness to compromise. They 
refuse to admit that half a loaf is better than none. That is foolish- 
ness. It is lack of wisdom. The essence of our political system 
is compromise. When two opposing ideas lock horns there must 
be compromise or a breakdown of our system. Only a fool will 
oppose compromise. 

Anyhow, I have faith in American people because they have 
common sense. Certainly the NAM is not hostile to the best in- 
terests of this country. They have a concept of what those in- 
terests are which differs from that held by other persons. 


The TVA We discussed, for example, the TVA, and the de- 
velopment of river valleys by the Federal Govern- 
ment, such as Clark’s Hill, in Georgia. The Woodruff Dam on 
the Chattahoochee, and Grand Coulee in Washington, and 80 on. 

The NAM will admit that these projects are so large, and often 
involve more than one State, so that the Government is the only 
agency which really can do the job. 

There is not much doubt but that development of the river 
valleys is beneficial to private enterprise. The Aluminum Com- 
pany of America moved into the TVA Valley as did many other 
businesses, To give but one example. This does not mean public 
power. In later developments the power has been distributed by 
private companies. But, because of what the NAM considers 
to be abuses and outrageous discriminations brought about by 
politics, they have opposed River Valley developments. 


So it went on other subjects such as the Mar- 
Marshal Plan shall Plan, the Chinese problem, and aid to 
the backward areas. There was, in the final analysis, not too 
great a difference although the gulf was wide and seemingly im- 
possible of bridging. 
_ We discussed tariff. We have come so far that the NAM said 
in answer that it seemed the day of tariffs had passed and that 
it now is a subsidy which labor, not business, insist on keeping. 

We agreed that certain American industries, which are sup- 
ported by Reconstruction Finance Corporation loans and tariffs, 
properly ought to be abandoned and the labor force turned to those 
industries we do best. 

I don’t know how the audience liked it. They listened in- 
tently for almost two full hours with no sign of restlessness. No 
one left the gigantic hall. 

It gave me, despite the gulf between two philosophies, a greater 
confidence in America’s ability finally to reach the answer. 

And I always have lifted my hat to American management and 
American technology which these men represented. And I have 
always believed in the error of restricting venture capital and risk 
money. 

I was proud to be a party to the meeting. It could have hap- 
pened in no other country. It is one reason I believe we finally 
will find the answer in some sort of compromise which neither 
side will like but which will move us another inch or so forward 
in what we call progress.

It's An Old Story 
At Grady Hospital 


It is now almost 20 years since the day I 
went to Grady Hospital seeking a story for The 
Constitution about a miraculous surgical opera- 
tion of which we had heard. At that time I saw two Negro men 
in the ward, both of whom had undergone the operation in question 
within the previous 24 hours. 
Prior to those two cases, the same operation had been per- 
formed, in the preceding few years, on 14 other patients. 
My latest available information brings us up to 1940, when 16 
men and women were well and happy after having had stab 
wounds in the heart sewn up by surgery. 


eas I talked that afternoon 20 years ago to Dr. Carl 
Description Garver, since himself dead but at that time resi- 
dent surgeon at the hospital. He showed me the special kit of 
surgical instruments they kept at all times ready to operate on a 
wounded heart and described the process in detail. 

Dr. Garver told me how an older, and famous, Atlanta surgeon 
had first worked out the modus operandi and how he, as a young 
interne, had worked with the older man. Later, Dr. Garver had 
operated on his own responsibility, with other assistance. I re 
turned to the office and wrote the story which was published the 


following day. 

. Since I wrote that story I have read descrip- 
Many Stories tions of the same operation on various 0oc- 
casions. I read it once under a London, d, dateline, in which 
it was claimed that a London surgeon ha 
eration for the first time in history. I smiled, knowingly, as 
go of all the Negroes walking around Atlanta with stitched- 
up hearts. : 

Another time I read a similar story the distinction of 
originating the operation for a surgeon in New York. And so on. 

Then, just last week, I was reading the October, 1949, issue 
of Coronet Magazine. In one article I came across this paragraph: 

“In 1946 an operation performed in Montgomery, Ala., by .. . 
made national headlines. Rushing to the aid of a Negro womra 
who had been stabbed in the heart, this doctor successfully sewed 
up the gaping wound, while another doctor held the heart in his 
two cupped hands. Then he placed the woman's repaired heart 
back in her chest. It is still beating today-as she goes about her 
normal business.” 

That is the operation which has been performed in Atlanta for 
more than a score of years, with the single exception that, instead 
of another doctor to “hold the heart in his two cu hands,” Dr.

Was Dr. Marshall Wrong? 


Editor Constitution: The Constitution, Dec. 6, 
1949, Page 1, Col. 1, under heading of “Romance 
of Magdala,” by Dr. Peter Marshall, appeared 
this statement: “Mary, the sister of Martha and 
Larazus, had somehow fallen away from the 
paths of decency and was living the life of a 
prostitute in Magdala.” 

I take issue with the statement. True, Dr. 
Marshall is not here to defend himself, but 
neither is Mary, the sister of Martha and Lazarus. 
There is no evidence in the Bible, or elsewhere, 
that this woman called the “sinner” in Luke 
7:36-40, was Mary of Bethany—the sister. of 
Martha and Lazarus. So far as we know, Mary 
of Bethany was a good and pure woman. 

The name “Mary” comes from the name 
Miriam of the Old Testament. There are six per- 
sons mentioned by the name of Mary in the New 
Testament. Jesus’ mother, Mary Magdalene, the 
wife of Clopas, Mary of Bethany, John Mark’s 
mother, and Mary the friend of the Apostle Paul. 

Mary Magdalene may have been the woman 
called a “sinner” and pregent at Simon’s feast 
for Jesus. Jesus cured: Mary Magdalene of 
demon possession, but this does not mean that 
she was immoral or a prostitute. The “seven 
demons” which Jesus cast out of her may have 
been mental or physical ailments, or both. Still, 
it is not certain that she was the woman at the 
feast mentioned in Luke 7:36-40. 

But when the positive statement is made that 
this woman who was a “sinner” and at the feast 
which Simon the Pharisee had made for Jesus, 
was Mary of Bethany—the sister of Martha and 
Lazarus, that is casting aspersions upon the name 
and character of a good woman without a scin- 
tilla of evidence, and should not go unchallenged.

coldest midday of ‘the pre-Yuletide, my good coat is at the cleaners, so I roar out 
to meet La Dengle wrapped in my best black suit and shivering to my marrow. 


This outfit is peculiar. It looks all right at 
8 B. C. (before coffee, please) but by daylight 
it is dejected at the seams, the skirt resembles a 
feed sack and the hem hangs like a Midwestern 
washing on a windy day. 

With this basic costume I am wearing a 
snagged nylon, a smudged white blouse and 
brogans left over from a hiking trip eight years 
ago, which also look fine in the news room, but 
are sligtly un-de rigeur at the Capital City Club 
at high noon.

I sink down at the appointed table, lift my 
veil to attend to my virus, blow loudly and look 
up through bleary eyes to do a double take on 
an approaching vision. It is Personality Un- 
limited herself.

Where Are Georgia's Doctors? 


Revelation recently that five counties in Georgia have no doctors brought a 


quickening in The Constitution's 


“Pulse of the Public” with an Emory senior’s wife 


having her say on the cause of medical shortages in rural areas and numerous 
other correspondents quickly leaping into the fray. Lack of doctors in rural areas 


is a problem across the nation and such lack might be described as one of the 
reasons the Administration is pressing for a hospital-insurance program. Since big cities are centers 


of wealth and centers of medical facilities, they indeed do offer a more glittering prospect for medi- 


cal graduates. 

Georgia’s doctor problem is pointed up by 
the fact five counties have no doctors, 
is possible to go deeper than that into the actual 
scarcity. 

The State this year has 2,571 practicing physi- 
eians as compared with 1,984 two years ago. 
Where are Georgia’s 2,571 doctors? 
| Fulton County has 727 of them, or one to each 
644 persons. The State as a whole has one doctor 
for each 1,245 persons. An accepted standard 
for medical adequacy is one doctor for each 1,000 
persons. On that basis, it would seem Georgia is 
not too badly off, aside from the five counties 
that have no doctors. 

Let’s deduct the heavily populated centers— 
their doctors and their populations—from the 
State totals and see how many doctors per person 
we havein’ the remaining areas. 


Lop out Bibb with 103 doctors, Chatham 
with 148, Fulton 727, Muscogee 76, and Rich- 
mond 129. In taking those centers from the 
State total, we lose 1,183 doctors and 929,000 
in population. In what's left, and it is not 
all rural by any means, we find there now 
are 1,700 persons te each doecter. Surveys 
based on strictly rural counties would reveal 
a much greater gap.

place to practice their skills; it doesn’t guarantee 
young medicos will come flocking in. 


Of importance in establishing the ultimate 
practicing place of young doctors is where they 
serve their internship. There is a possibility 
Georgia will see more doctors interning in 
small-town hospitals. This possibility arises from 
a $110,000 grant to Emory University. 

The grant, by the Kellogg Foundation, is to 
be used in setting up a hospital extension service. 
This program means extension of Emory teaching 
facilities, through rotation of teaching doctors, to 
outlying hospitals. A young doctor could intern 
in a small Georgia city and at the same time have 
big-city hospital advantages. 

Another attack on the rural medical problem 
is the establishment of highly specialized clinics 
in rural areas. Three doctors have done this in 
Toccoa, and their efforts have attracted national 
notice. 


A factor in rural medical care is extension 
of non-profit hospital association coverage, 
such as under the “Blue Cross” plan. Geor- 
gia now has a State law limiting such cover- 
age to a 50-mile radius of participating hos- 
pitals. This means many parts of 
have ne opportunity te participate in such 
a plan. The 1950 session of the Legislature 
is being asked .o remove the 50-mile restric- 
tien. The Georgia Better Health Conference 
seeks such action and the State Farm Bureau 
in its recent meeting here also asked that the 
limit be removed. 


Regardless of advances in all other sectors of | 


rural medical care in Georgia, the fact there 
are no doctors in five counties and mighty few 
in plenty of others is a disturbing thing.

Children's Book Sales Prove Golden Flood -for Publishers 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—With Christmas only two 
weeks off, total sales of children’s books in the U. S. 
appear certain to surpass 250,000,000 copies before the 
end of the year, according to publishers’ estimates. 

This staggering total, it is estimated, will dent the 
American pocketbook for well over $100,000,000—a 
figure that may be eclipsed when the totals for 1950 
are calculated. 

Publishers’ Weekly mirrored the amazing success 
of the “juveniles” in a recent issue when it reported 
every one of 30 major publishing houses revealed that 
the sale of books for children and teen-agers—both in 
the trade and to libraries—was holding to an unusually 
fast pace. 

“The cheerful reports,” the industry’s trade journal 
disclosed, “hold good both for the 25-cent-to-$1 lines 
and for the higher-priced story-books, teen-age novels 
and juvenile nonfiction—in other words, both for the 
chain, drug and variety stores and for the book stores 
and departments. . sa 

The rapid rise in sales of books for juveniles is 
regarded by many as phenomenal when the inroads of 
comics, movies, radio and television upon children’s 
leisure time is considered. The phenomenon is brought 
into even sharper focus by the fact that these other 
entertainment media have suffered no perciptible de- 
cline as a result of high book sales. 


Thirty years ago, books were virtually the only 
sources of entertainment for the small fry. When 
kept indoors by rain, they read their books—sometimes 
over and over again. If bedded by a cold, they pre- 
vailed on Mother and Dad to buy them books. Parents 


wanting to keep their youngsters occupied for an ex- 
tended period gave them books to read. 


Thirty years ago, children had the reading habit. 
Today they still have that habit and the popularity 
of radio, movies and video hasn’t cut into it enough 
to have curtailed it to any great extent. 

The children’s book business has become big busi- 
ness. Every publisher is convinced of this, and most 
concede that it has become big business (1) because 
of the development of attractive, low-priced volumes 
and (2) because of extensive broadening of sales out- 
lets. 

The appearance on the market of books for young- 
sters retailing for as little as 25 cents is generally 
credited with having brought sales to the present 
staggering total.. One of the two-bit marvels, “The 
Poky Little Puppy,” published by Simon and Schuster, 
is expected to reach the 4,000,000 sales mark by next 
Spring. 

Sales of a million or more copies of any one 
“juvenile” are no longer bare. Even years after first 
publication, sales continue brisk. It is considered sig- 
nificant that “Poky Little Puppy” has been a heavy 
seller for more than seven years. 

A leader in the children’s book field for almost a 
quarter of a century, Simon and Schuster started pub- 
lishing its Little Golden Book series in 1942, at 25 
cents each—a price that has been maintained despite 
skyrocketing costs. The books were—and still are— 
published in attractive, colorful format. 

Sales of the Little Golden books have maintained 
a consistently high peak. Outlets for them were con- 
fined at first to the traditional book departments and 
book stores, but after three years officials of the firm

. A mass market was necessary, it was decided, if 
the price of the books was to remain at 25 cents and 
volume was to be kept at its prevailing tempo. Widened 
distribution was the only answer—and this decision 
revolutionized the children’s book trade. Books of 
the Little Golden series now are on sale in food chain 
stores throughout the U. S., on newsstands and in toy 
shops and drug and stationery stores. Even roadside 
gasoline Stations have become a fruitful outlet. 


“We're even selling "em in women’s shoe stores,” 
a Simon and Schuster executive commented recently. 

The industry in general has profited by this distri- 
butional experiment. Members of the trade have dis- 
covered that the new markets created for the 25-cent 
books have stimulated sales of others in virtually all 
price ranges. Simon and Schuster regard it as no 
coincidence that sales of their more costly “juveniles” 
zoomed upward as the new markets were developed 
for the Little Golden books. 

Nor has the boom in low-priced books hurt sales of 
the classics. One publisher reports that such old 
standards as “Treasure Island,” “Alice in Wonderland,” 
“Heidi” and Grimm’s “Fairy Tales,” aided by improved 
manufacturing quality and moderate prices, still are 
selling steadily. The same holds true for Doubleday’s 
reprints of Rudyard Kipling’s “Just So Stories.” 

With the “juveniles” trade reaching unprecedented 
heights, comparable in sales volume to adult books, 
some publishers see next year as the one in which they 
will forge ahead. It’s not improbable. Children’s 
books have reached the big-business stage and all 
signs point to even bigger business in 1950.

UCH ADO. ABOUT NOTHING, one of 
M the most brilliant and most original 

of Shakespeare’s comedies, was writ- 
ten about 1599. For most readers or theatre- 
goers the play depends chiefiy on two char- 
acters, Benedick and Beatrice, who have long 
pretended to dislike each other. 

Beatrice swears she will never marry. 
Benedick protests that he will never be tied 
to a woman’s apron strings. Obviously each 
is thinking of the other constantly, and their 
friends, by only a slight trick, trap them at 
last into matrimony they had sworn to avoid. 

Dogberry, the constable, and Verges, his

assistant, rank among Shakespeare’s great 
portraits of half-witted functionaries. Whether 
in Dogberry he drew the portrait of some 
local official at Stratford, for whom he had 
a grudge, we do not know, but the two po- 
licemen divide with Benedick and Beatrice 
the interest of the play. 

None of these char- 
‘acters, so far as we 
know, owes anything 
‘oO earlier literature. 
Suggestions have been 
made, but only in the 
most general terms, of 
possible sources for 
Benedick and Beatrice. 
Since the beginning of 
time young men have 
pretended to be proof 
against the charms of 
the ladies, and girls 
have sworn they were 
immune to love. 

In Castiglione’s Book 
of the Courtier, writ- 
ten between 1508 and 
1516 and _ translated 
into English by Thomas 
Iloby in 1561, Gaspar 
and Amelia strongly 
Suggest Benedick and 
Beatrice. Since’ the 
book was almost a sec- 
ular Bible for the gen- 
iry in England as well as the Continent, 
Shakespeare may have taken from it the sug- 
vestion of the famous .lovers in his comedy. 

The secondary plot, slight but grim, upon 
which the play turns, was a story repeated 
in many forms. It appears in Bandello’s 
collection of novels, in Belleforest’s Histoires 
Tragiques, and in the fourth and fifth cantos 
of Ariosto’s Orlando Furioso, which was 
translated by Sir John Harrington in 1591. 

From the episode of. Ginevra and Ario- 
dante in Ariosto, Shakespeare probably took 
the story of Hero and Claudio. Hero was 
the daughter of Leonato, Governor of Mes- 
sina. Beatrice was Leonato’s niece. 

Claudio, a young Florentine, is in love 
with Hero, and with the aid of Don Pedro, 
Prince of Arragon, is betrothed to her. Don 
John, brother of Don Pedro, determines to 
break up the match. His motives for this 
villainy are slightly obscure, but for. what- 
ever reason, he dislikes Claudio. 

The evening before Hero is to be married, 
Don John, having bribed some of Leonato’s 
servants, arranges for one of them to lean 
out the window of Hero’s bedreom and give 
an ardent welcome to a rascal impersonating 
Claudio, who has climbed up a ladder. 

Claudio, who has been induced to witness 
this performance, loses faith in Hero, and 
next morning, when the marriage was to 
take place, he refuses to go through with it. 
Hero, bewildered and astonished at this pub- 
lic disgrace, is carried off in a faint, and the 
rumor spreads that she is dead. 

The well-born characters in the play, even 
the villains, are all intelligent above the aver- 
age, whereas Dogberry and Verges are little 
better than half-wits. Yet it is the half-wits 
who solve the plot, coming by accident on 
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the two hired villains who put the ladder 
under Hero’s window and staged the sup- 
posedly scandalous scene. 

Dogberry and his assistant arrest them, 
and though Dogberry hasn’t enough brains 
to carry out a police court examination, he 
holds his prisoners until Leonato learns of 
their arrest and gets at the truth. 

This Hero-Claudio plot is not particularly 
convincing, nor in itself interesting, but 
Shakespeare uses it for two very effective 
purposes—-to develop the portraits of Dog- 
berry and Verges, and to give depth to the 
love story of Benedick and Beatrice. 

At the beginning of the play Beatrice, 
with her cousin Hero and her uncle, Leonato, 
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is listening to an account of 
a battle from which many 
of their friends are return- 
ing in safety. Beatrice asks 
what happened to Signor 
Benedick of Pacua. 

The question indicates 
her deep interest in him, but 
they have kidded each other 
so long, and have. such a 
name for their skirmishes 
of wit, that both try to keep 
up the reputation, and their 
supposedly witty remarks 
are more than a little 
strained and insulting. Bea- 
trice says she would rather 
hear her dog bark at a crow 
than a man swear he loves her. 

Benedick counters with a prayer that God 
will keep her still in that mind: so some 
gentleman or other shall escape a predestined 
scratched face. 

“Scratching would not make it worse,” 
says Beatrice, “if it were such a face as 
yours.” 

The disgrace of Hero puts an end to this 
heavy exchange of wit. 

Benedick and Beatrice meet as they leave 
the church where Hero has been put to shame 
and disgrace. Benedick says he believes Hero 
is innocent. Beatrice says how much a man 
might deserve of her who would avenge Hero.

In the exchange which follows, Benedick 
makes it clear that he loves Beatrice. ang 
Beatrice confesses her love ior him. “I was 
about to protest,”’ she says, “that I loved you.” 
Benedick replies, ‘Do it, with all thy heart!” 

“I love you with so much of my heart,” 
she says, “that none is left io protest.’’ 

These graceful words prepare for a start- 
ling surprise. Benedick, fuil of the unex. 
pected happiness of his love, and forgetting 
Hero for the moment, says he will do any- 
thing for Beatrice. She flashes back, ‘Kill 
Claudio.” 

When he hesitates, Beatrice insists that 
no other action will prove ivenedick’s love 
for her. Though he argues that Claudio is 
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Beatrice and Benedick Kidded Each 
Other Until Their Supposedly Witty 
Remarks Became Strained 
and Insulting. 


his friend, he agrees at last to challenge his 
friend to mortal combat. Even in this grim 
scene there are glints of wit and fun. 

Claudio refuses to accept the challenge, 
but Benedick insists, and they would have 
argued the case with their rapiers if Dog- 
berry and Verges had not arrested the vil- 
lains and prepared for the restoration of 
Hero to honor and happiness.

-something like a squirrel or a beaver or 

a rat. 

It goes back, far back, into prehistoric times

The ice ages 
came, and the little lemmings walked across 
from Norway to the great isle of Britain. 


A recent article, “The Suicide Rats of 


Norm ay,” by Kleanor Links Errett, in 
The ‘:ustrated London News supports the 
editorial, “The Lemmings,” written by 
William Randolph Hearst in 1940 after 


the fall of France in World War II when 
Nazi invasion of the British Isles seemed 
imminent. The editorial was later repub- 
lished in beleaguered England as a stimu- 
lus to the national morale. 

Once again attention is focused on the 
strange practices of these rodent-like ani- 
mals which, after bringing disaster, devas- 
tation and pestilence to the lands they 
conquer, seek new settlements westward 
until they plunge madly into the sea jin 
an orgy of seli-destruction. 

In an age when one dictator succeeds 
another in the same mad race westward, 
the lesson of the lemmings is more than an 
oddity of nature. It is a lesson in history.

Then the ice melted and the little lemmings 
had to swim again—had to swim a wider and 
constantly widening sea. : 

The ever-breaking waves, the ever-surging 
sea, washed and washed away the land. 

The coasts of Norway and Britain in the 
course of the ages have receded farther and 
farther away from each other. 

However, now as formerly, every 10 or 29 
years, the little lemmings march across hill and 
dale, across mountain and vale, until they reach 
the sea. : 

They can no longer perceive the coast of 
Scotland from the high dunes of Norway—no, 
not from the highest mountain over which they 
cross—but they know that it is there. : 

The mysterious instinct, the inherited habit 
of millions of years, tell them it is there, but 
also, do not tell them how far away, how 
to reach. 

_ So the army of lemmings draws up its ser- 
ried ranks upon the beaches of the Norseland, 
and prepares for its fate. 

It is doubtless harangued by its leaders, who 
tell the lemmings how brave they are, how 
heroic—how they are the chosen rodents of the

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Where can you spank your wife ?

ONFIDENTLY, Stephen Major, 38, of Home- 
stead, Pa., told the court how he surprised 
his wife, Helen, in a cocktail lounge with 

an admirer. 

Then and there, he stated, he gave the ad- 
mirer a good beating. When he got his wife 
home, he said, he “gave her what was coming to 
her, too.” 

Now he awaited judicial approval of what 
he considered his forthright actions in defense 
of the home, marriage and husbands in general. 

But Judge William H. McNaugher of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., leveled a reproving gavel at the 
punishing husband. 

“Guilty of disturbing the peace,” he ruled, 
“There is nothing in the marriage ceremony 
which gives the husband the right to beat his 
wife. And, of course, that holds true for the 
other side, too.” 

Sounding the final bell on two-fisted spouses 
—at least in his court—Judge McNaugher re- 
leased Major in $1,000 bond only on his promise 
to quit the family home and leave any future 
reprimands to the proper authorities. 

Enlarging upon his decision, the jurist said: 

“If a spouse violates his or her marriage 
vows,” he said, “the injured spouse has recourse 
in our courts for remedy. No married man or 
woman has the right to take the law into his 
or her hands, and inflict physical abuse on the 
ORT 464 

“Neither the laws of God, nor the laws of 


man give a husband the right to turn caveman / 


and use his wife as a punching bag.” 

Modern courts, however, are by no means 
unanimous in this view of a wife’s unspanki- . 
bility. If Major had had the foresight to ; 
move to Canada before meting out hus- L 
bandly punishment, he might have received 
the judicial applause he expected. 

Recently, John Spicer was haled 
by his wife before Magistratc .-"< 
Angus W. MacMillan ina Wind- “ 
sor, Ont., court. i fa 

“He spanked me,” she said, 
“and with a frying pan, too!” 

“That’s true,”’ Spicer admit- 
ted. “But she stayed out all night 
without telling me where she was. When she 
came home I showed her the dirty dishes in 
the sink, and she said, ‘Wash them yourself.’ It 
was too much, and the frying pan was handy.” 

The magistrate studied Mrs. Spicer’s assault 
complaint and turned an understanding smile 
on Mr. Spicer. 

“Not guilty,” he said. 

A barrage of criticism was leveled at both 
judge and defendant by women’s organizations 
but it was mild compared with the blasts re- 
ceived earlier by Magistrate Mackenzie Mathe- 
son of Vancouver, British Columbia, who actu- 
ally “sentenced” .a wife to’ be spanked. 

In this case, pretty Mrs. Patricia Cederberg 
was in court on charges of imbibing more cock- 
tails than she was prepared to handle in public. 
When she pleaded guilty, the magistrate turned 
to her husband, Gus. ’ 

“Did you ever try spanking your wife?” he 
asked. 

“No,” said the surprised Mr. Cederberg. 

“T'll let her go if you take her home and 
spank her,” Magistrate Matheson ruled. 

Gus agreed with alacrity, but whether the 
prescribed paddling ever took place is _ the 
Cederbergs’ secret. No secret is the fact that 
feminine leaders held that the magistrate had 
voided a hundred years in progress of women’s 
rights. 

Judicial opinions on the privilege of physical 
chastisement by husband or wife vary almost 
from court to court. For instance, Master in 
Chancery N. Demarest Campbell of Hackensack, 
N. J., is on record as saying: 

“I do not believe it is against the code of a 
gentleman to punish his wife if she provokes 
him sufficiently. The occasional use of a hair- 
brush on her anatomy would do little harm and 
yet serve to curb an obstreperous disposition.” 

On the other hand, the marital right to 
strike out is not reserved exclusively for the 
male. Judge Cornelius J. Harrington of the 
Appellate Court in Chicago has ruled that it 
is not a crime there for a wife to strike her 
husband if he is physically able to fight back. 
Striking, biting and kicking, he said, are not 
even cruelty sufficient for a divorce unless the 
wife places her husband “in danger of his life.’ 

Another Chicago jurist, Judge Philip d.

Finnegan said: 

“A man may slap Ris wife as hard as he 
wants to, if he doesn’t kill her. If more wives 
were slapped, there would be fewer divorces.” 

Under the New York State Domestic Rela- 
tions Law (Art. 4-Section 57) a wife has the 
right to sue her husband if he spanks her. The 
law states: 

“A married woman has a right of action for 
an injury to her person, property or character 
or for an injury arising out of marital relations, 
as if unmarried.” 

Like most gains of that nature, something 
is lost in the process. The same law goes on: 
“She is liable for her wrongful acts; her hus- 
band is not liable for such acts unless they were 
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done by his actual coercion or instigation. Such 
coercion or instigation must not be presumed 
but proved.” 

This is a far cry, indeed, from the ancient 
law predating England’s Charles Il when a hus- 
band was responsible for her acts as well as 
his own. She performed everything under the 
wing and cover of her husband, who was called 
the covert-baron, 

Since he had to answer for her misbehavior, 
he was permitted to give her “moderate correc- 
tion,” chastising or restraining her as he could 
his children or apprentices,

Behind the footlights, Beacon Hill’s most 
comely debutantes, draped in silver and seaweed, 
cavorted about in a subaqueous setting as seduc- 
tive Marina, princess of the deep, sofranoed her 
undving love for a land prince. 

But, save for a sprinkling of loyal Cabots, 
Lowells and Aldens, there was no audience to 
speak of. When, after the first act} the curtain 
dropped with a resounding “flop,” everybody had 
to admit that his feelings were expressed with 
uncomfortable accuracy. 

At this embarrassing point, the dauntless 
dowager struggled to her feet, the spotlight 
plaving on her tiara and bracelets, and said: 

‘May I present His Honor James M. Curley, 
the Mayor of our city. Mr. Curley rejoices with 
us this wonderful evening.”’ 

The Mayor stepped to the front of the box, 
bowed graciously to his haughty hostess, and 
announced: 

“Iam here, clothed with official responsibility 
for the morals of all Bostonians. I am glad that 


the producers of this beautiful drama in song 
have been good to home labor by employing 50 
Boston seamstresses to make the costumes. It 
is quite possible that at least 50 more seam- 
stresses will be hired to add many obviously 
essentiak inches to the costumes when the city 
censor gets my report.” 

That did it. Critics battled for telephones. 
Within the hour, shocked Bostonians were read- 
ing such headlines as: “‘Drapeless Debs,”’ “Bare 
Back Bay Babes,” and “Seaweed Too Scant.” 

The “S.R.O.” sign was hung out at the Opera 
House long before curtain time next day. The 
first three rows in the orchestra were filled with 
bluejackets from the Navy Yard. 

After a week of sell-out performances, Mayor 
Curley confessed his part in the hoax and con- 
ceded that the libel on the really quite proper 
garb of the debs had been engineered by Mrs. 
Anderson herself as a publicity stunt. 

The revelation produced hardly a ripple on 
the placid surface of Boston society, which knew 
from experience that almost anything in the way 
of resourcefulness was to be expected from 
Mrs. Anderson. 

Granddaughter of William F. Weld, merchant 
prince of the fabulous era of East India trading, 
and daughter of Commodore George Hamilton 
Perkins, whom Admiral Farragut once called 
“the bravest American ever to tread the deck 
of a ship,” she spent a quarter-century proving 
that a heritage of courage and a legacy of 20 mil- 
lion dollars can be an unbeatable combination. 


ER career began in 1896 when—as Miss Isa- 
bel Weld Perkins—she went to Rome under 
the sponsorship of General William F. Draper, 
United States Ambassador to Italy. 

Advance-agented as ‘‘Boston’s richest 
heiress,”” she could have picked a titled husband 
and everybody confidently believed she would. 

The noble houses were thoroughly chilled, 
however, and more than one eligible scion made 
to feel that Boston’s icy East Wind had moved 
across the Atlantic. Then, with no warning at 
all, Ambassador Draper dropped a bombshell. 
Miss Perkins was betrothed to Larz Anderson, 
who came from Cincinnati, Ohio, inherited rail- 
road millions, had attended Harvard University 
and was the third secretary in the American 
Embassy at Rome. 

“T’ve known Larz for years and years, and I 
love him madly,” Isabel said. ‘“‘He has the 
strength of Jupiter and the soul of Apollo.” 
This made her a kind of goddess-to-be, but 
society did not as yet suspect it. 

The first inkling of the Elysian wonders to 
follow came a few weeks later when she burst 
upon Boston with her prince charming and 
treated America to the spectacle of the country’s 
first $500,000 wedding. The gala event, solemn- 
ized at the city’s fashionable Arlington Street 
Church on the third of June, 1897, suggested 
Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee, although 
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many Bostonians continue to insist that it sur- 
passed the British extravaganza in scope and 
beauty. 

Certainly no other bride up to that time had 
thought of wearing a gown embroidered with a 
bushel of pearls or of capping a 100-foot veil 
with a crown of glistening emeralds. 

Most girls of the period were satisfied with 
a trip to Niagara Falls or a glimpse of the 
Rockies, but Isabel would settle for nothing less 
than a two-year trip around the world in a 
lavishly appointed yacht which covered 75,000 
miles. 

“We have lingered long in faraway places 
seeking plans for the home we are going to 
build,’ explained the bride, on their return. 
Staggered by the length and expense of the 
honeymoon, society braced itself for the appear- 
ance of something combining the more notable 
features of Versailles and the Taj Mahal among 
the brownstones of the Back Bay. 

Isabel, however, preferred the summit of 
Beacon Hill as a home site, and that produced a 
serious complication. The State House was 
already there. 

Undaunted, Isabel and Larz departed for 
Washington, D. C., where they put up a Floren- 
tine Palace and called it Anderson House. 
Nobody ever knew what all the marble, gold 
and mahogany cost, but rumor had it that the 
Weld-Perkins family fortune sustained the 
biggest dent in a century.

act. 

She was the first American woman to enter 
the Allied trenches in World War I and was so 
moved by what she saw that she volunteered as a 
Red Cross nurse and stayed on until the end of 
the conflict. 


Her horoscope told her that she would not. 
be killed, and she believed it implicitly. With . 


a mighty contempt for all the Kaiser's military 
machinery, she swept over battlefields as though 
they were dance floors, loading the wounded and 
dying into her truck and rushing them to tent 
hospitals. 


§URGEONS sought her assistance when a life 
depended on faith and iron nerve; and once 
when no doctor was available, she amputated a 
colonel’s shattered leg herself and saved him 
from death. 

When it was all over, grateful France gave 
her the Croix de Guerre and Belgium its cher- 
ished Medal of Elizabeth. 

In only two places in the whole world was 
the global-minded Mrs. Anderson able to forego 
traveling for more than a year. One was Brus- 
sels, where her husband was the American 
envoy. The other was Tokyo, where he was 
later United States Ambassador. 


All the great lady’s Boston home-comings ° 


were triumphs sufficient for a Caesar, and each 
was distinguished from its predecessor by a new 
automobile designéd expressly for her in France, 
England or Italy. In 1908, when motor cars 
were still in the novelty stage of their develop- 
ment, she caused a minor panic by driving from 
her lately-docked liner in a limousine which she 
had picked up in Paris because it was beyond 
the financial reach of the never moderate King 
of Spain. 

Capable of the then-incredible speed of 60 
miles an hour, the wondrous vehicle contained 
electric lights, steam heat, automatic fans, writ- 
ing desk, larder, parlor chairs and a bathroom 
with a golden tub. 

This gave way to a silver victoria as long 
—some said—as a modern railroad coach, 
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America to Its First $500,000 Wedding, Built a Facsimile 
of Buckingham Palace in Boston and Gave 
Millions to Charity 


The palace was an unquestioned success from 
the hour of its grand opening. Rarely did a 
crowned head or international celebrity come 
to the United States without making a beeline 
for its bronze doors. There, amid innumerable 
lackeys in lace and velvet, sojourning rulers 
could relax in a familiar atmosphere. 

The Duke of Abruzzi was so impressed by 
the regal trappings he conferred the Order of 
S.S. Maurice and Lazare on his hosts, and the 
King of Siam produced his country’s top decora- 
tion, a star bursting with rubies and diamonds. 

Later, Isabel returned to Boston, went to 
work on the Ancestral Weld Mansion in the 
Back Bay and created a reasonable facsimile of 
Buckingham Palace, complete even to the 
Throne Room. Then, in suburban Brookline, she 
proceeded to duplicate, stone for stone, the great 
English Castle of Lulworth, traditional seat of 
the Earls of Sussex. 

Gold-encrusted invitations were issued to the 
castle’s inaugural ball. On that occasion the 
triumphant Mrs. Anderson, torch in hand, led 
her guests through the grounds and revealed a 
wonderland of Italian gardens, Grecian villas, 
Japanese lakes, Chinese temples and _ glass- 
enclosed jungles teeming with orchids. 

“It’s my conception of Paradise,” she ex- 
plained. 

The retreat she liked best, however, was a 
thousand-acre reservation in the heart of near-by 
New Hampshire, where, in the shadows of the 
White Mountains, she devoted herself to litera- 
ture and turned out a steady stream of novels, 
plays and operettas. 

In quest of material for busy pen and lively 
conversation, the staunch socialite toured every 
continent and almost every country. 

She dined with a cannibal chief—on vege- 
tables, she always insisted. She ventured as 
close to the Poles as ships would go, retaining a 
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“I try hard to keep pace with progress, al- 
though I suspect that I sometimes get ahead of 
it,” Isabel once declared. 

Most people agreed she did that when she 
produced a touring car inlaid with mother-of- 
pearl and topped by a pink parasol festooned 
with ostrich feathers. 

But there was one void which all the gold in 
the mint could not fill, and Mrs. Anderson felt 
the emptiness increasingly with the passing 
years, particularly after the death of her hus- 
band in 1939. Nature had chosen not to give 
her a son to carry on the family traditions and 
go to Harvard; so she did the next best thing. 
She donated generously to the University’s huge 
athletie stadium and added a monumental bridge 
to span the Charles River, scene of the famous 
regattas. 


ON ONE occasion, acting on a theory that a 
young woman who made the acquaintance 
of luxurious living for a limited time would keep 
on yearning for the finer things of life, she 
assembled a number of under-privileged girls 
and set them up as “Queens for Two Weeks” in 
her castles. 

The impressionable maidens measured up 
fully to expectations, but the methods some of 
them employed to satisfy their newly acquired 
tastes after they departed from the baronial 
abodes were bitterly disappointing. 

Shortly before her death last November at 
the age of 70, this peerless Bostonian, who out- 
shone. duchesses and princesses, and outlasted 
most of them, gave instructions for a funeral 
and interment in St. Mary’s Chapel at the 
National Episcopal Cathedral in Washington, 
which she had endowed a decade before, 

In her will, she left a fund of $1,000,000 for 
pensions ranging from $400 to $50 a month for 
30 employes, and bequeathed her Weld mansior 


and property to the town of Brookline. The

HEY were sitting on a bench in the Bois de 

Boulogne in Paris when he proposed. Elea- 

nor hated to give the reason for her refusal.

HE dinner had been excellent, and the huge

While still in © 
her teens, she married Carleton Had- -* 
ley, like her father, a lawyer. The % 
couple had two children, Anne and 
Janie. 

In 1942, at the age of 42, Hadley 
died. Left alone with her daughters 
to support, the comely widow went 
to work as a secretary. Early last 
summer, at the invitation of her friends 
Presidential Aide Clark Clifford and his 
family, she went to Washington for her 
annual vacation. There she met Alben 
Barkley. 

They were guests at a number of the same 
parties, and the Vice-President subsequently 
gave a senatorial luncheon in her honor. After 
she returned to her job in St. Louis, he stopped 
by several times to see her. They attended a 
baseball game together, and on another occasion 
went dancing at the fashionable Chase Hotel. 
When an airport was named in his honor at his 
home town of Paducah, Ky., he took her by 
plane to the dedication ceremonies. 


As the weeks lengthened into months, the 
Vice-President and his lady saw more and more 
of each other. Finally, on Oct. 30, they at last 
admitted they were going to get married. 

Washington gossips, discussing the match, 
agreed that despite the 34-year difference in the 
ages of the pair, their marriage had every chance 
of success. Several of America's outstanding 
Statesmen, it was quickly pointed out, had wed 
women many years their junior and led happy, 
useful lives with them. 

James Madison, fourth President of the 
United States, was 17 years older than his wife, 
Dolly Payne Madison. Dolly, christened Dorthea, 
was first married to a young lawyer, John Todd. 
After three years of marriage he died of yellow 
fever, and Dolly went to live in her mother’s 
exclusive boarding house in Philadelphia. 

There, through her friend, Senator Aaron 
Burr, she was introduced to Madison. He was 
43; she still in her 20s. Yet despite the disparity 
in their ages, they fell in love and were married. 
For years after that, until Madison died, Dolly 
Was a good and faithful wife. 

Equally successful was the marriage of John 
Tyler, 54-year-old 10th President of the United 
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Alben Barkley Did Not Let Age Stand 
in His Way When He Fell in Love With 
an Attractive St. Louis Widow 
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States, and Julia Gardiner, an attractive young 
woman 30 years his junior. 

Tyler’s first wife, Letitia, died in Septem- 
ber, 1842, following an illness resulting from a 
stroke four years earlier. Subsequently the presi- 
dent began devoting his attentions to Julia, 
daughter of an old and wealthy family. 

At first she did not take him very seriously. 
He was, after all, even older than her own 
mother. But Tyler was not an easily discouraged 
suitor, and in June, 1844, they were married. 
From that time forward, until death parted 
them, they were a devoted couple. 

The same mutual affection characterized the 
marriage of President Grover Cleveland, a long- 
time bachelor, and Frances Folsom, daughter of 
one of his best friends.. 

Cleveland's first meeting with his bride took 
place shortly after her birth in 1864 when the 
future president paid a call on her. father and 
was shown the new baby. When Oscar Folsom 
died a decade later, Cleveland was appointed 
administrator of his estate and became the un- 
official guardian of little “‘Frankie.” 

As the years passed, “Frankie” grew up, 
graduated from high school and entered college.

Cleveland meantime was nearing middle age. 
He had become President of the United States.

Yet this 
difference never marred the happiness that came 
to them in the years afterward.

She 
had.no brothers or sisters. Judith started going 
out with boys while in junior high school. At 
first her parents objected. But Judith threat- 
ened that she would run away if she were denied 
whatever freedom she desired. 

She often stayed out until after midnight. 
Her parents were afraid to censure her. “I have 
no respect for you because you both fear me so 
much,” she told her folks. 

She joined a gang of teen-agers, who stole 
automobiles and looted homes for “the thrill.” 

One night Judith acted as a decoy for her 
gang in the planned robbery of an Army officer 
on Boston’s Esplanade. While three of her asso- 
ciates waited in the bushes, Judith sat on a bench 
beside the officer. Eventually she persuaded him 
to walk her to a secluded lagoon. 

Once-they reached an isolated spot, the boys, 
trailing behind, leaped on the officer. He struck 
his head in the attack, and died of a concussion. 
His body, stripped of valuables, was found short- 
ly afterward.

Begged Those Who Sought Release From the Grip of the Murderous Capsules.

NSPECTORS for the New York City Health 

Department knew what sleeping pills were— 

a deadly, dangerous poison. 

They had, seen victims of the “harmless” cap- 
sules writhing in agony in New York City hos- 
pitals—-more than 600 in a single year. They 
had seen them dying. 

They had heard men and women begging 
for release from the terrible sleeping pill habit; 
men and women who knew they were poisoning 
themselves and could not stop. Something 
had to be done. Something was. 
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Don't Let Me Buy Them. 


The health inspectors were the heart of it 
—keen, intelligent women like Mrs. Margery 
Smolens and Mrs. Margaret Weiss. Mrs. Weiss 
was a graduate pharmacist; and Mrs. Smolens 
a graduate engineer. 

It was their job to investigate every case 
of barbiturate poisoning reported from New 
York hospitals—and it is significant that in the 
official records they are listed as just that: 
“Poisoning.” 

“There was one woman who had been a gifted 
musician,” Mrs. Weiss said. “Three years before

she got a prescription for 10 sleeping pills. 

“That was the only prescription she ever had. 

‘Yet in three years she had bought, and con- 
sumed, more than 4,000 capsules.” 

When Mrs. Weiss found her, she was in Belle- 
vue Hospital, a drug-poisoned skeleton of 4a 
woman, who had lost more than 40 pounds. 
Often she would not recognize her own sons. 

She told Mrs. Weiss the name of the drug- 
store in which she purchased the capsules. 

“I went there so often,” she said, “that 
finally the clerk told me that if I bought a lot 
at one time I could save money.” 

She was discharged—‘cured”—after six or 
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-one capsule, and I didn’t fall asleep. 


seven weeks. 

Cured? What proof—or hope—of a cure 
could there be, when clerks urged addicts to 
“buy a lot and save money.” 

What cure was there for another victim, a 
girl librarian, who had been taken to the hos- 
pital time after time after accidental overdoses? 

“Please, please help me,” the girl pleaded. 
“Can't you make a law that won’t let me take 
more ‘than one a night? After I’ve taken one, 
I forget—and take another. If I have 10 in the 
house, I'll take them all. I can’t stop myself.” 

That is the insidious danger. One may cloud 
the mind, so that an addict forgets taking it 
— yet remembers the desire to take it. So the 
addict takes another .. . and another. 

One girl was admitted to the hospital 28 
times ‘for overdoses of the poison she dreaded 
—-but couldn’t stay away from. 

Addiction begins slowly and innocently. 

“The bottle wasn’t marked ‘poison,’ and my 
physician gave them to me,” said a prosperous, 
08-year-old importer. “I thought they were just 
a little medicine. I didn’t see any harm in them.” 


T= prescription called for 10 capsules, to be 
taken “one before retiring—only when neces- 
sary.” But it became increasingly necessary. 
And it was so easy to get them. 

He was in the hospital when health inspectors 
saw him—one of the 661 cases of barbiturate 
poisoning .investigated in New York hospitals 
in 1948. Health department officials say that 
only one poisoning in five is reported. On that 
basis, more than 3,000 persons were poisoned 
in New York City by sleeping pills last year. 

Those brought to hospitals, according to Dr. 
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NEW YORK CITY does not stand alone 
in the shocking increase in the use of 
poisonous sleeping pills. 

Official United States Government fig- 
ures show how the manufacture of the 
deadly drug—and the deaths that inevita- 
bly follow—have mushroomed throughout 
America:

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words, “coordinated action of police, legal and 
health authorities.” 

For the first time in New York’s history, Dr. 
Mustard put together a major, coordinated drive. 

He appealed to the police first. Lieut. Barney 
Boylan, head of the Narcotics Squad, and four 
of his best men conferred with Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jerome Trichter and his staff. 
The health inspectors’ evidence was weighed. It 
was decided to go after the biggest vendors first. 

For three months Boylan’s men “shopped” 
drugstores suspected of illegal sales. 


§ OME drugstores, the police believed, formed 
major sources of supply for the vicious under- 
cover peddlers in bars, hotels and street corners. 
In September the police said they were ready 
to prosecute eight druggists. Plainclothesmen, 
they said, had purchased capsules on several oc- 
casions in each store without a prescription. 
Normally the pharmacists would have been 
prosecuted by the District Attorney under the 
New York City ordinance forbidding sale of 
Sleeping pills without a prescription.  - 

That ordinance, passed in 1947, not only 
forbade the sale without prescriptions. It pro- 
vided that no prescription could be refilled un- 
less the issuing physician stated specifically on 
the prescription that it could be refilled. 

It was a good law. But it was decided not 
to prosecute under it. Trichter explained: 

“Almost as soon as it was passed, the New 
York Pharmaceutical Cauncil, through Aaron 
Heller, then its president, filed suit in the Su- 
preme Court to enjoin the city from enforcing it. 

“The suit charged the law would affect their 
professional relations with the public, and cause 


Bootlegging of Sleeping Pills Reached a Shocking Peak in New York, Until - 
State and City Officials Acted to Put an End to Mass Murders by the Drug 


Harry S. Mustard, the city’s retiring Commis- 
sioner of Health, were suffering from ‘dangerous 
confusion, stupor and coma.” 

One hundred and forty of those 661 persons 
died—-86 of them reportedly by their own hand. 
More tragic were the 54 persons who died acci- 
dentally—men and women who didn’t want to 
die; who only sought a little rest. 

Nor will anyone ever know how many of 
those 86 listed as ‘“‘suicides’’ were truly so. There 
is a strong suspicion that many were not; that 
they represented accidental deaths. Once in a 
while a man, or woman, comes back from the 
brink of death to confirm that suspicion. 

A man lay near death in Bellevue, while 
his wife sobbed in a- waiting room. 

“He tried to kill himself,” she cried. “Why?” 

It might have been listed as suicide if he had 
not recovered, and said: 

“Suicide? I didn’t try to kill myself. I took 
I took 
another, and another. I didn’t know they were 
dangerous. My doctor didn’t say so.” 


TARTLING is the widespread increase in the 

use of the dangerous poison. In 1919 two sui- 
cides from barbiturates were listed in New 
York. In 1942 there were 30-——and by 1946 
109 were listed. 

In 1919 there was one accidental death from 
sleeping pills recorded. In 1948 there were 54. 
In 1919 there had been a total of three sleeping 
pill deaths—in 1948 there were 140. 

Deaths from sleeping pills were mounting 
despite advances in lifesaving techniques. Many 
who might have died a few years ago were kept 
alive in 1948——yet still the death toll rose. 

For years, the chief source of illegal sales 
had been a few drugstores, which would make 
sales over the counter without a prescription— 
or would fill prescriptions illegally. 

“Don't make it appear that all pharmacists 
were doing it,’’ Mrs. Weiss said. “Most of them 
were reputable. We used to go into stores, and 
try to buy capsules. The big majority of the 
druggists would vefuse. 

“And a lot would even warn us against the 
sleeping pills. One druggist told me: 

“Don’t use them. You'll ruin your health.’” 

Recently, however, inspectors found that. the 
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traffic in capsules was mushrooming into illegal, 
undercover hands. 

“IT got them from a woman at a bar,” one 
girl told an inspector from her hospital bed. 
“T was nervous, and she gave me a capsule. She 
told me: ‘Don’t worry, kid, it won’t hurt you, 
I’ve got lots more if you want them.’ ” 


THE girl did want them. She came back for 

more—-lots more, until an overdose left her in 
a coma. From dozens of poisoned addicts the 
inspectors got similar stories: 

“I got them from a guy in a cafeteria.” 

“The cab driver gave me some.” 

“The bellboy at my hotel got them for me.” 

These new, vicious, undercover vendors sold 
their deadly wares even to youngsters in their 
teens. 

Not satisfied with swollen profits from 
their murderous racket, unscrupulous boot- 
leggers were adulterating the capsules—as 
they adulterated cocaine and morphine. As a 
result, their victims, not getting the desired 
result from one capsule, took more and more 
—until coma and, too often, death resulted 
even from the weakened pills. 

If the vast new traffic could not be con- 
trolled, the health department could foresee a 
time when there might be a thousand addicts 
for every one that had existed before. 

The situation required drastic action, 

No help could be expected from the federal 
government. The federal Narcotics Division— 
one of the most overworked arms of our govern- 
ment——lacked the funds even for effective con- 
trol of cocaine, morphine, heroin and other drugs, 


HE Pure Food and Drug Administration coop- 

erated wherever it could to put a stop to boot- 
legging by a few venal druggists throughout the 
country. But it, too, was without the funds, or 
the inspectors, for any effective preventive work. 

A bill to regulate the sale of sleeping pills 
failed repeatedly because Congress was too 
stingy and shortsighted to appropriate neces- 
sary enforcement funds. 
» Whatever was to be done had to be done 
in New York. But the situation had swollen be- 
yend the ability of the health department to 
fight it alone. It required, in Dr. Mustard’s 


them loss of revenue. They charged it was un- 
constitutional because it conflicted with the state 
law.” 

The city regulation said a prescription could 
not be refilled unless the. physician stated spe- 
cifically that it could be. The state law per- 
mitted refilling, within a specified time, unless 
the physician stated that it was not to be refilled. 

The Supreme Court dismissed the suit, and 
said the city regulation did not conflict with the 
state provision—but merely went farther along 
the same line. The New York Pharmaceutical 
Council filed notice of appeal. 

“We were afraid,” Trichter said, “that. since 
that notice of appeal was filed, the defendants 
might delay their trials. So it was decided to 
ask the State Attorney General, Nathaniel Gold- 
stein, to prosecute under the state law.” 

The Pharmaceutical Council under its new 
president, Alexander Yalan, meanwhile, decided 
not to press its appeal. 


at was only a test case,” Mr. Yalan said. “After 
we lost it in the Supreme Court, we de- 
cided to cooperate with the health department. 
It seemed too bad that a few unscrupulous phar- 
macists should make illegal sleeping pill sales.’’ 

Four of the druggists, confronted with the 
evidence against them, pleaded guilty. One— 
accused of selling 88,000 capsules in a single 
year “without a single prescription to show law- 
ful distribution”—was sentenced to 60 days jn 
the workhouse, and fined $500. The other three 
were fined $500 each. 

Attorney General Goldstein said his offfte 
would seek jail terms for the four who did not 
plead guilty, and whose cases were still pending. 

“We're going to smash this racket,’ one of 
his aids said. 

There was a tremendous job ahead of them 
if that were to be done, and they knew it. 

But Trichter said: 

“We hope the team Dr. Mustard has put to- 
gether—-combining the full power of the city 
health department, the city police and the state — 
prosecuting machinery~—will get results.” 

At the best, they hoped a pattern had been 
set which might prove an answer to those in 
cities throughout America who say you can’t 
do anything about the sleeping pill racket.

A workman’s pick ceased its rhythmic swing, 
he stood up straight in the ditch, and lifted his 
voice to the last, high bar of an Irish melody. 

Beside him another workman spoke, as the 
pedestrians moved on. “Denis,” he said to the 
tenor, “what are you doing here? With that 
voice, you can keep any company you want to. 
Get out and do something with it.”’ 

Denis W. Delaney, of Lawrence, Mass., began 
to think about this. He'd never capitalized on 
his voice. He'd never had to. He'd been a 
partner in the $2,000,000 Delaney Brothers Con- 
struction Co., specializing in bridge building and 
other construction work. But two banks in 
which the company had put its funds had failed 
in the first days of March, 1933. Delaney later 
had found that he couldn't pay his income tax, 
and when he had spoken to a collector’s agent 
about it, he had said: 

“I know my company earned more than 
$160,000 net profit last year, but right now I 
can’t pay. Give me time, and ['li pay in full.” 

After that he had tried hard to make a go 
of it as the depression deepened. Finally he 
went to the Civil Works Administration office 
in Lawrence and had been glad to take the $15 
a week ditch-digging job. 

His fellow workman’s advice about getting 
out of the ditch stuck in his mind, and within 
a week he decided to make an effort for a better 
income, even though it didn’t involve singing. 
He went to the State House in Boston to see 
Governor Charies F. Hurley. 

“But vou can’t reach His Excellency,” a 
secretary said as she eyed his overalls. 

Delaney cushed past her desk, dodged sev- 
eral messengers and brushed into the Governor's 
office, where several of the Governor's staff were 
seated with their superior at a conference table. 

“What do you mean by this!’ the Governor 
demanded in astonishment. 

“If you needed a job as badly as I do, you'd

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barge into the President’s 
office,” Delaney replied. 

Governor Hurley buzzed 

for a messenger. “Show this 
man out,” he ordered, and De- 
laney was quickly ushered away. 
That night the Governor and 
members of Boston's society at- 
tended a benefit concert in Sym- 
phony Hall, where a young, un- 
known tenor was featured, filling in 
for a concert artist who was ill. 
The applause was loud and after 
the concert, the Governor asked to be 
taken to the tenor’s dressing room to 
congratulate him. 

When they met, he thumped the singer 
heartily on the back and then paused as 
if puzzled. 

“Where have I seen you before?” he 
demanded. 

“In your office,” the singer replied. He 
‘vas Delaney, who at times in those days sang 
\“hen there was a chance. “I was the pick. and 
shovel man you had thrown out today. I've 
been singing for benefits a long time for free.” 

The next day, the pick and shovel man was 
summoned to the Governor's office. ““Mr. Delaney,” 
the Governor said, “I've checked your work 
record. ©“ You're an excellent engineer. I'm 
putting you to work in the Civil Works Admin- 
istration headquarters in Boston.” 

Construction was Delaney’s forte. He plunged 
into the new job and gave it his best. Four 
years later, after the C.W.A. had been absorbed 
by the Emergency Relief Administration in 
Massachusetts and had later become the Works 
Progress Administration, the national W.P.A. 
Commissioner summoned him to Washington. 

Delaney was put in charge of the W.P.A. in 
Massachusetts and ran it until 1943, when it was 
absorbed by defense projects. 

Through all those years, his voice stood by 
him. He sang himself into favor widely. After

a concert in Dorchester Hall, Archbishop 
Richard J. Cushing went back to congratulate 
him, and asked him to help raise funds for 
charity. Thereafter, Delaney put on many bene- 
fits for the Archbishop, including singing pro- 
grams before tens of thousands -in Boston 
Garden. More than $2,000,000 has been raised 
by the Archbishop Cushing Charity Fund, of 
which Delaney is general chairman. 

Delaney smiles now at the thought of the 
fund’s hard start. Bishop John Wright and he 
didn't have the necessary $25 incorporation fee 
with them when they filed papers in the State 
House. It was a warm day, and they'd left their 
coats, with the wallets, in their offices. 

They dropped in the Governor's office and 
Delaney offered to sing one of the Governor's 
favorites if he would be the first contributor. 
The bargain was made, and the incorporation 
fee earned. 

He was planning to take a rest in 1943 when 
two Secret Service men car-e to his home, 

“Mr. Delaney,” one said, “President Roosevelt 
wants to see you in Washington.” 

In the capital, Delaney didn’t have to brush 
past secreia:.es. The President greeted him 
cordially. 

“I want to let you in on a little secret,” 
Roosevelt said to him. “I once heard you sing 
at a concert. I was impressed and inquired 
about you. When I learned you were on C.W.A., 
I followed your progress closely. You can thank 
your voice for your breaks and your ability for 
the way you've made use of them.” 

Delaney heard Roosevelt mention the words 
“interna] revenue.”’ He wasn’t going to be asked 
for income tax again; he knew that. All that 
was long past. 

“As a reward for your outstanding service 
as head of the W.P.A. in Massachusetts,” Roose- 
velt said, “I wAnt you to become Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the State of Massachusetts, 
the third d4argest tax district in the nation.” 

Delaney has been Collector ever since.

HE SENATOR was in conference. His sec- 
Teeter took the r’an’s card and said she 

couldn't disturb iim. 

“Ta: sorry, sir,” sane explained, “but Repre- 
sentative Dorsey of Nebraska is with him and I 
cannot #vu in there now.” 

The man persisted.. “I am a chaplain in the 
United States Army,” he said. 

There was nothing the young woman could 
do about it. The conference was much too 
important. 

“lt would be only too glad to take your card 
in,” she told him, “but I can’t. The floor, chairs 
and tables are coveree with horses’ pedigrees. 
If it were anything but a horse trade, Id inter- 
rupt them. But I’m afraid it would be worth 
my job.” 

She spoke from long experience. The horse- 
minded senator was Leland Stanford, founder 
of the great university named for his son, 
Leland, Jr., and horse swaps like this were mat- 
ters of high priority in his Washington office 
during the late 1880s. 

Leland Stanford's preoccupation with horses 
was legendary and out of it came an undreamed- 
of development-——-the moving picture, 

There is little doubt that the idea which led 
to this form of amusement for the millions first 
took shape in his mind and was a product of 
his imagination, inventive genius and horse- 
mindedness, 

He had always had a strong attachment for 
horses, even as a boy on his father’s New York 
State farm. Driving the slow-footed farm ani- 
mals over the Schenectady Turnpike into Albany, 
to call on Jane Lathrop, his fiancee, he resolved 
some day to own fine horses. 

The opportunity came eventually. Lawyer, 
miner, merchant and railroad builder, he was 
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Governor of California when he bought his first 
horse, a trotter named Occident. 

That was during the Civil War. Gov. Stan- 
ford lived in Sacramento and, under his direc- 
tion, Occident soon set a mile record for Cali- 
fornia trotters. 

Along with Mark Hopkins, fellow Central 
Pacific Railroad builder, he watched Occident in 
training and concluded that all four of the 
speeding horse's feet were off the ground at the 
same time. 

Others disagreed and though biographers in- 
sist Stanford was not a betting man it was said 
he made a wager in support of his theory. 

He asked Photographer J. Eadweard Muy- 
bridge to make a picture of Occident’s feet in 
motion. Muybridge said it couldn’t be done. But 
he was dealing with a man who had helped lift 
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it Was the First Motion Pic- 
ture Taken and It Was In- 
spired by the Railroad Build- 
er's Strange Interest in a 


Horse's Gait 
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a railroad over the Sierras. 

Stanford said he was sure it could be done. 

In any event, Muybridge attempted to do 
whai he felt was impossible. The result was 
only a blurred plate. 

This now historic first attempt to make a 
motion picture took place in 1872. 

Further experiments were put off when Muy- 
bridge shot an Englishman he felt was over- 
attentive to Mrs. Muybridge. He was acquitted 
of the murder charge, but spent the next five 
years in Central America. 

The Stanfords, nieanwhile, moved to San 
Francisco and built the first mansion on Nob 
Hill. The Governor owned numerous horses 
and his spacious stable stood on the site of the 
present University Club. 

After awhile, Stanford felt he needed more 
room. In 1876, he purchased 8,200 acres near 
Menlo Park, 30 miles south of San Francisco. 

The estate got the name Palo Alto Farm 
from a tall redwood tree standing there. Later, 
it was to be the site of Stanford University. 

Stanford devoted much of his time to im- 
proving the breed of his trotting stock. His 
most notable acquisition was the nine-year-old 
sire, Electioneer, a heavy-shouldered son of the 
immortal Hambletonian. 

Electioneer, bought for $12,000, had a poor

record and Stanford bought hitm against his 
trainer’s advice. But at Palo Alto he sired 
numerous speedy sons and daughters. 

Electioneer’s yearlings sold for.as high as 
$50,000 and Stanford called the stallion the 
superstructure of his farm. After Electioneer 
died in 1890, his bones were placed in the Stan- 
ford University Museum. 

Many great trotters were foaled on the Stan- 
ford farm, among them Electioneer’s son, Palo 
Alto. This trotter set a world’s record and 
Stanford refused $100,000 for him. 

In 1877, Muybridge returned from Central 
America and Stanford ordered more experiments 
in animal photography. By then, the time of 
exposure had been reduced to a thousandth of 
a second.

24 cameras at 12-inch intervals at the Pa!o 
Alto Farm track. The shutters were automati- 
cally closed by a device worked out by John LW. 
Isaacs, Central Pacific mechanical engineer. With 
this, pictures could be taken with only a 5000th 
of a second, exposure. 

Muybridge used an existing instrument, the 
Zoetrope to make a projection machine for 
throwing pictures on the screen, thus syntheti- 
cally reproducing animal movements. 

The pictures were taken and in 1879 the first 
motion picture, showing the trotter Occident in 
motion, was shown at Palo Alto Farm. 

A close study of the horse’s stride bore out 
Stanford’s original contention—all four feet 
were off the ground at the same time while 
he trotted. 

Others carried the screen development fur- 


ther and in 1890 the Edison Kinetoscope, in- 


vented by Thomas A. Edison, made its ap- 
pearance. This was the popular nickel-in-the- 
slot peephole machine. 

Edison later transformed the Kinetoscope 
into a projector called the Vitascope and a public 
showing was held in New York in April, 1896. 
A few months later, the first movie shows were 
in production.

OR the police of New Haven, Conn., the 
F investigation into the murder of Anna Mae 

Johnson was at once a problem in detection 
and an excursion into pathos. 

The challenge to the police skill rose not at 
all ‘from the cleverness of the murderer, but 
from the lucky accidents which attended his 
deed; the pathos peueenee as the relations 
between killer and victim slowly came to light. 

At 32, though pretty and personable, Anna 
Mae had lived a life none would envy. Her 
marriage had foundered, she had undergone long 
periods of unemployment and illness; and, in 
the summer of 1936, though well and working, 
she was still in the shadow of an involvement 
she wanted desperately to forget. But this was 
not to be permitted her. 

The girl was employed as a nurse’s helper 
in the New Haven Hospital, and lived in the 
Nurses’ Dormitory, adjacent to the main build- 
ing, at the corner of Congress Ave. and Cedar St. 

At 11:30, on the night of Sunday, Aug. 10, 
as Marion Miller, a nurse, on her way home 
from a movie, approached the dormitory en- 
trance, she saw Anna Mae, bleeding from the 
throat, stagger through the door, take a few 
faltering steps, then collapse on the sidewalk. 

Marion rushed forward and bent over the 


prostrate form, but her practiced eye told her. 


she could do nothing. Even as she grasped the 
girl’s wrist, the pulse-beat ceased under her 
fingertips. : 

The nurse rose to go for assistance. Straight- 
ening, she heard the dormitory door click shut 
behind her and the clatter of feet on the pave- 
ment. She turned, to see a man running from 
the building, down Cedar St. As he _ passed 
beneath a street lamp, she glimpsed a flash of 
steel in his hand. 

Marion’s cries roused hospital personnel and 
John Foley, the patrolman on the beat. While 
Anna Mae's body was being taken inside, Foley 
called headquarters. His alarm brought to the 


scene Detective Sergeant Raymond Eagan and 
Detective Joseph Monahan. 

The officers had no difficulty in determining 
the precise spot where the attack on Anna Mae 
—performed with a straight razor, according to 
the doctors—had occurred. They were able to 
backtrack a trail of blood leading from the 
sidewalk, into the dormitory, then to a second- 
floor corridor, where it terminated before the 
closed door of a corner room. 

Eagan and Monahan were curious as to who 
had access to the building. Mrs. Margaret Hal- 
stead, dormitory superintendent, told them that 
the only persons issued keys to the downstairs 
door, which was kept locked at all times, were 
those who actually lived in the building—all of 
whom were women.

NNA MAE’S premonition of danger was given 
poignant documentation when the detectives 
searched her room. They found a window en- 
velope, bearing the printed return address of 
the Pensions Section of the Canadian War 
Office. The envelope contained two articles: a 
faded snapshot showing Anna Mae in a bathing 
suit, standing beside a short, thin-faced, middle- 
aged man, in trousers and shirt; and a bill for 
$4, from the New Haven Tax Collector, recéipted 
the preceding July 26. On the back of the bill, 
in Anna Mae’s hand, was her last will and 
testament. It read: 

To whom it may concern. As my life 
has been threatened and I think it may be 
taken, I would like Margaret Halstead to 
pack my trunk and have it shipped to my 
home. I want my mother to have my rings, 
in fact all my belongings to do with as she 
wants. My body I want the hospital to 
have and I hope they take it as it will save 
my mother and family the bother and 
expense of a funeral. I haven't a great deal 
to live for anyway so it doesn’t really 
matter.

From the nearest telephone, Eagan called 
the Westbrook barracks of the Connecticut State 
Police, and asked them to pick up the Essex 
resident. “I’m driving right over to Westbrook,” 
he announced. 

The detective reached the barracks at 2:30 
a. m., and 20 minutes later, troopers brought in 
Anna Mae’s friend. He seemed genuinely 
shocked to learn the girl had been murdered, 
particularly since they had parted only a few 
minutes before her death. 

“You're right,” he told Eagan. ‘Anna Mae 
and I had dinner together. Then we went over 
to see the fights at Savin Rock.”’ 

There, he continued, they had been joined by 
a man from Saybrook. Afterward, the two 
drove the girl back to the hospital, and, Just 
before driving off, watched her open the dorml- 
tory door with her key and go inside.

HE detectives drove there immediately. When 
shown the snapshot, Mrs. Lipshitz acknowl- 
edged that both persons in it had been her ten- 
ants, identified the man as Joseph McElroy, and 
had much to say about the relationship between 
the two. They came to her house in latter 1933, 
and took rooms on the same floor. Soon, Anna 
Mae fell ill, lost her job, and Mrs. Lipshitz sus- 
pected, was penniless. McElroy was good to her. 
He bought her food, medicine, and several 
times paid her rent along with his own. He was 
working then at his trade of steamfitter, and 
the two talked of getting married. It was ob- 
vious, Mrs. Lipshitz continued, that McElroy 
was mad about the girl, and during her diffiicult 
period she appeared to reciprocate the feeling, 
but when McElIroy’s fortunes later declined, so 
did her interest. 
Anna Mae began blatantly to go out with 
other men, and laugh off McElroy’s protesta- 


tions. He refused to swallow this bitter pill, 
threatened her with violence, and even went so 
far as to lock her in her room to prevent her 
keeping other dates. To get away from him, 
the girl moved to Mrs. Shea's, and a month 
later, McElroy moved, too. 

“T haven't seen him since,” the con- 
cluded, ‘‘and I can't tell you where he is. I know 
he lost his steamfitting job and was living on 
just his pension.”’ 

“From the Canadian Army?” asked Eagan. 

“Once 
or twice I cashed the pension check.”

There was another letter, too, long, rambling, 
and desperate. This had been written, but not 
mailed, to Anna Mae’s mother, and in it McElroy 
begged her intercession on his behalf with her 
daughter. He reviewed the history of their 
relationship, swore undying love for the girl, 
and spoke in the ‘most disparaging and jealous 
terms of her present men friends. The sum of 
the letter’s paragraphs presented a picture of a 
man wholly Weside himself. . 

While Monahan watched the rooming house, 
Eagan took steps calculated to effect McElroy’s 
capture in the event the fugitive did not return. 
He visited the offices of New Haven’s evening 
paper and exacted a promise from the editor to 
run the photograph of Anna Mae and McElroy, 
along with a ‘““Man Wanted” story. 


A" SEVEN that evening, this move resulted in 
McE!roy’s apprehension. Raymond Rocke- 
feller. er of an estate in outlying West 
Ha\ ed up his newspaper and saw Mc- 
Elr. =. ~. ve.

When questioned by Eagan and Monahan, 
he sobbed out the story of his crime: For weeks, 
he said, he'd followed Anna Mae whénever she 
left the hospital, begging for some crumb of 


attention. She grew progressively .colder, and 
eventually passed him without speaking. 
Then he'd threatened her, but still she would 


have nothing to do with him. Later still, he 
took to watching her movements without her 
know e, and his jealousy. mounted. 

F y, on the previous evening, he shadowed 
her to Simone’s restaurant, and When he ob- 
served how happy she seemed in the company 
of another man, he knew he'd lost her forever, 
and vowed to kill her. ‘ 

In the manner Monahan had conjectured, he 
slipped into the dormitory and waited for Anna 
Mae in the empty chamber, which he knew was 
on the path she took to reach her room. He 
waited for three hours, smoking incessantly and 

ng the floor. When she at last came along, 

jumped out and slashed her throat. 

“I planned to kill myself, too,” he concluded, 
“but after I ran out of the hospital, I was in 
such a daze, I didn’t know what I was doing.’’ . 

McElroy’s disinterest in his own fate i

THE three packages on this page were selected because 


of their simplicity and effectiveness. Turn all corners 
sharply and seal flaps with transparent tape. 


This type of packaging 
shows up especially well if 
you use a flat, square hand- 
kerchief box wrapped in 
yellow paper. 

The candle is made 
with dark green cello- () 
phane tape one-half inch 
wide. Place a strip of 
this on a piece of glass (| |b 
or tin and cut the shape h 
of a candle with a razor 
blade. Press it in place, 
adhesive side down, in 
lower left hand corner of the package. Cut two scal- 
loped pieces of tape to look like dripping wax at the 
Sides of the candle, and then add a piece of tape for 
the flame. 

Finish the package by tying a dark green ribbon, 
three-quarters of an inch wide, around the right side 
of the box. Tie in a double bow and make streamers 
of the ends. Try the ~ew satiny fibre ribbon for the 
bow. It comes in a wae variety of colors, some with

flecks of silver. 


The lacy effect along the 
center of this long box is 
made with a new lace-like plastic ribbon which comes 
in three- and five-inch widths. For a package of medium 
Size, use the three-inch width. 

Wrap the box .in red paper first. Then fasten one 
end of a strip of white lacy ribbon to the back of the 
box with transparent tape. Draw it around the box and 
gather the ribbon across the top with needle and thread. 
Bring the ribbon around to the back and join it to the 
other end with tape. Through the center of the lace 
place a strip of half-inch dark green ribbon and fasten 
it in back with tape. Sew or paste three tiny half-inch 
green bows along the green ribbon band. 


Wrap this 
Christmas tree 
box in white 
paper first. The 
tree is made 
from half-inch 
dark green 
cellophane gift 
wrap tape. Cut 
strips of tape 
starting at the 
bottom with the 
longest strip, 
and making 
each one above 
a little shorter. 


Make a complete twist through the 
center of each strip so that both adhesive sides will be 


next to the paper. Put all these twisted strips on a glass 
or piece of tin. Then place a ruler at an angle and cut 
down through the sides in the shape of a tree. Place the 
strips down the center of the package adding tiny pieces 
of tape in between the strips for the trunk. Then add 
the base made of three wider strips, as shown. Use 
a triangular piece of tape
